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INDIA RUBBER. 


The most astonishing and useful discovery of the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, after the practical application of Steam and Electricity, is 
the employment of India Rubber for manufacturing purposes. 

Previous to entering into a description of the articles manufac¬ 
tured, it is proper that we should give some account of the substance 
itself and the history of its development. 

The first knowledge of it is due to La Condamine, a French phi¬ 
losopher, who in 1730 was sent by his Government to Peru to 
measure an arc of the meridian. 

The tree which produces rubber, or caoutchouc , (as it is called by 
the natives of South America), is found in the tropics of both hem¬ 
ispheres. It rises to the height of fifty or sixty feet, without 
branches, and is crowned or tufted with rich foliage. The leaves 
are a deep green, thick and glossy, six or seven inches in length; 
the bark is smooth, and the fruit consists of white almonds, of an 
agreeable flavor, much liked by the natives. 

In order to obtain this substance the natives of the valley of the 
Amazon make a longitudinal gash in the bark of the tree with a 
narrow hatchet; a thick, white and oily liquid (a sort of vegetable 
milk) flows out, a wedge of wood is inserted to keep the gash open, 
and a small clay cup is stuck to the tree beneath the gash. In four 
or five hours the milk ceases to run, and each wound has yielded 
from three to five table-spoonfuls. The 44 Seringero,” or rubber 
gatherer, then empties the contents of the cups into an earthen ves¬ 
sel and commences the operation of forming it into shapes and 
smoking it. This must be done at once as the milk soon coagu¬ 
lates. A fire is made on the ground, of nuts of the wassou palm 
tree, over which is placed, inverted, an earthen pot with a hole in 
the bottom whence issues a jet of pungent smoke. Moulds are 
made either of clay or wood, which are dipped into the milk, and 
then passed slowly through the hot smoke. When the required 
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thickness is obtained the moulds are cut or washed out. Smoking 
changes the color of the rubber very little, but by exposure to the 
sun and atmosphere it becomes brown, and in time black. The su¬ 
periority of the rubber imported from the valley of the Amazon is 
said to be owing to the peculiar properties of the smoke of this nut, 
no other smoke producing a similar effect upon the gum. 

A belt of forest trees extends ten degrees each side of the equa¬ 
tor, which yield India Rubber of various kinds; so the supply is 
literally inexhaustible. The gum from India and the Pacific coast 
of South America is obtained by allowing the sap to flow down the 
side of the tree, and is then gathered with the loose bark and dirt 
into ceroons or bundles, for shipment. 

Foi 4 a long time this substance was valued simply as an object of 
curiosity, to be preserved in collections of Natural History, and its 
first practical application was as an eraser of pencil marks. 

About the year 1821, Chas. Macintosh of England, having learned 
how to dissolve the gum in spirits of turpentine, commenced manu¬ 
facturing the goods which now bear his name, by spreading the gum 
so dissolved between two layers of cloth. The rude overshoes 
made by the natives in South America from the natural gum, were 
beginning to be worn, and in 1823 five hundred pairs of shoes were 
imported into Boston. At a later date gum-elastic became the 
subject of scientific investigation and many persons commenced 
experimenting with it In 1832, the considerable manufacture of 
it was commenced in Massachusetts, by John Haskins and Edwin 
M. Chaffee, who in connection with others started the celebrated 
Roxbury India Rubber Company, which was shortly after incor¬ 
porated with a capital of $400,000. For this company Mr. Chaf¬ 
fee invented the famous mammoth machine for spreading rubber 
without a solvent — the machine itself costing nearly $30,000. 
Similar machines are now required by all manufacturers of rubber 
goods. The apparent prosperity of this company induced the 
starting of factories in Boston, Chelsea, Woburn and Framingham, 
Mass., New York City, Staten Island and Troy, N. Y. with capitals 
of from $50,000 to $500,000. These companies made their goods 
by dissolving the rubber in camphene or other solvents, then mix¬ 
ing lamp black with it, and while in the form of paste spreading it 
on cloth from which coats, &c., were made. The goods were then 
dried in the sun or in a warm room until the solvent evaporated, 
leaving a coating of rubber. This, however, did not prevent heat 
and cold from affecting the rubber; the goods in summer would 
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frequently stick together before they left the factory, and in winter 
they became stiff and cracked. The rubber also decomposed in a 
short time, entirely destroying the goods. After striving from one 
to three years to surmount the difficulties of the manufacture, the 
business was generally abandoned with a total loss of the capital 
invested. 

In 1834, Charles Goodyear of New Haven, Conn., had his atten¬ 
tion drawn to the manufacture of rubber, and, ignorant of the un¬ 
paralleled difficulties attending it, (the more peculiar as the goods 
must be tested by hot and cold weather before one could know 
that they would not decompose) commenced experimenting, resolv¬ 
ed to accomplish that which had baffled scientific men, and divest 
the substance of its adhesiveness and objectionable qualities. 

It would be impossible here to detail the hopes and fears — the 
almost success, then signal failure — the innumerable experiments 
made so sanguinely, followed by disheartening trials, the struggles, 
toil, poverty and discouragements experienced during the next six 
years. They were such as are incident to all valuable discoveries. 
But blessed with indomitable perseverance and confident of ultimate 
success, despite his own losses, the remonstrances of friends and 
the distrust of the public, he continued his efforts with unabated 
ardor and diligence. 

Meanwhile his knowledge of the capabilities of the substance 
greatly increased, and many new and useful properties were im¬ 
parted to it. In 1834, he obtained the first white compound. In 
1835, the first sheets of gum were manufactured. Soon after he 
discovered the nitric acid gas process, but that did not change the 
character of the gum throughout . In 1836, India Rubber was ap¬ 
plied to the art of printing, and newspapers, maps, &c., were 
printed on gum-elastic drapery. In 1838, the solarizing process 
(which consists in exposing rubber, when combined with sulphur, to 
the sun’s rays,) was invented through the agency of Nathaniel 
Hayward, of Woburn, Mass., who first used sulphur as a drier of 
rubber, and for which combination he obtained a patent, Feb. 24, 
1839. The manufacture of shoes was attended with some success 
at this time, and piano-forte covers, table and carriage cloths, mail 
bags, life preservers, &c., were also made. 

Still the true cause of the decomposition of the goods and its 
remedy, were undiscovered, and misfortune and disappointment pur¬ 
sued him unrelentingly. His family were reduced to extreme pov¬ 
erty, he was imprisoned for debt, denounced by his friends as ob- 
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stinate and infatuated, and deprived of all sympathy and encour¬ 
agement. Had the desired improvement required the aid of ma¬ 
chinery, or any amount of capital beyond a few sixpences at a time, 
necessity would have compelled him to discontinue his experiments. 
But his extraordinary perseverance was at last rewarded, and, as 
the result of his unremitting application and constant observation, 
and as a suitable climax to his long series of inventions, the Vulcan¬ 
izing process was discovered. 

It was a well established fact that rubber melted at a heat of 
200 degrees Fahrenheit, and in the sun’s rays at 100 degrees; but 
in experimenting he accidentally placed some specimens in contact 
with a hot stove, and was surprised to see that instead of melting 
they charred like leather. He immediately inferred that if the 
charring could be arrested at the right poiht, the gum would lose 
its adhesiveness throughout. He continued his inquiries and ex¬ 
periments some months alone, until convinced that the new sub¬ 
stance was proof against cold and the solvents of native gum, and 
consequently the eagerly-sought and long-desired discovery was 
made. This occurred in 1830, but Mr. Goodyear’s difficulties were 
by no means ended. It was impossible to restore the confidence 
of the public after its recent and great losses, and his inability to con¬ 
vince others of the importance of the subject caused intense anxie¬ 
ty lest his theory should be lost to the world. Without money, 
without credit, without sympathy, in utter destitution, at the mercy 
of pawn-brokers, he had yet to endure two most trying years before 
a single person was convinced and willing to assist. In 1841, he 
invented shirred or corrugated goods. In 1843, he so far perfected 
his invention as to make application for patents, in the United 
States, England and France, and in 1844 obtained his patent for 
Vulcanized Rubber. Since then, numerous patents have been 
taken out, both in the United States and foreign countries, for 
modifications of the vulcanizing process ; but in all, the two essen¬ 
tial agents, sulphur and a high degree of heat , have proved indis¬ 
pensable. 

The importance of this invention cannot be too highly estimated. 
New, curious and useful applications of it are constantly made, and 
it is destined to work a signal revolution in the industrial arts, and 
to promote greatly our manufacturing and commercial interests. 

The change effected in the native gum by this process may be 
compared to that which is wrought in a perishable skin or hide, by 
the process of tanning. A substance is produced possessing all the 
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valuable properties of gum-elastic, in the highest degree of per¬ 
fection, without the imperfections of the native gum which would 
ever have prevented its application to many purposes of great 
utility. It is not simply an improvement, but, in the language of 
Daniel Webster, “ it introduces quite a new material into the man¬ 
ufacture of the arts, that material being nothing less than Elastic 
Metal. It is hard like metal, and as elastic as pure original gum 
elastic. It is as great and momentous a phenomenon occurring to 
men in the progress of their knowledge, as it would be for a man to 
show that iron and gold could remain iron and gold, and yet become 
elastic as India Rubber.” 

Mr. Goodyear styles the improved article metallic gum-elastic. 
He still devotes his time, property and inventive genius to the de¬ 
velopment of this extraordinary substance, and the result of his 
experiments are astonishing indeed. After long efforts he has dis¬ 
covered the method of giving to rubber the qualities of ivory, 
buffalo horn, shell and whalebone, which under the name of Hard 
Gum is considered his greatest invention. It is infinitely superior 
to Gutta Percha, in its qualities of firmness, beauty and durability. 
It offers to the tool all the resistance of the hardest wood, of horn, 
bone and even of marble. It can preserve the pliability of whalebone 
or take the rigidity of tempered steel — be flexible and as easily 
wrought as leather, or become brittle as glass. 

This material is susceptible of the most beautiful polish, and can be 
used in either massive pieces or in thin layers of veneering. The ex¬ 
tent, variety and beauty of articles manufactured from Hard Gum 
is almost incredible; yet opposite as its results are, through all its 
transformations it preserves its durability, tenacity, impermeability, 
and the property of retaining the shape into which it is moulded 
and heated.

GUTTA PERCHA. 


This article is produced from the juice or sap of the Gutta 
Tree, found in all the islands of the Indian Archipelago, the 
Malayan Peninsula, and vicinity. The word “ Gutta ” means 
gum, and “ Percha ” tree, in the Malay language. There are 
several inferior varieties, Gutta Tuban, Gutta Girek, &c. 

Gutta Percha, in its crude state, has no resemblance to India 
Rubber, nor are its chemical and mechanical properties the same. 
It is a fibrous substance, much resembling sole leather, tenacious 
without elasticity or much flexibility. At 120 degrees of Fahren¬ 
heit, it can be plated or moulded, by mechanical pressure, into any 
form, and when cold will retain the given shape, but at no temper¬ 
ature does it possess the peculiar elastic .extensibility of India 
Rubber. 

Oils, alkalies and saline solutions have no effect upon Gutta 
Percha, but strong acids dissolve and decompose it. Goodyear’s 
vulcanizing process has been applied to it, but it is certain that it 
does not have the same effect upon that as it has upon India 
Rubber. After a time, clothing and other articles manufactured 
from Vulcanized Gutta Percha, become hard and brittle, oxydizing, 
so as to be worthless. Still it is well adapted for tubing, and all 
purposes not requiring it to be exposed in a dry atmosphere or to 
high degrees of heat and cold. 

As Gutta Percha is unaffected by the most corrosive water, it 
forms a desirable substitute for lead pipes of aqueducts, etc. Being 
essentially a non-conductor, it is successfully applied to all tele¬ 
graphic purposes.
